As many DX’ers are already aware, political change is coming to the Netherlands Antilles this October’ (baring another re-evaluation of the date of change). 
With that, it is anticipated that there will be at least two new DXCC Entities on the list. Could there be as many as five? 


Background 


The Netherlands Antilles consist of two groups of islands within the Lesser Antilles, a volcanic arc of islands in the Caribbean Sea. One group is located north of 
Venezuela (Aruba, Curacao, and Bonaire), and are considered part of the South American continent; with the other group located southeast of the Virgin 
Islands (Saba, Sint Eustatius and Sint Maarten), which are considered part of the North American continent. It is considered a country within the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands, having been “upgraded” from colonial status in 1954. 


For DXCC purposes, prior to 1986, the two groups of islands were separated far enough apart (by both distance and intervening DXCC entities) to count as two 
different DXCC countries (entities): “Netherlands Antilles” for the South American group, and “Sint Maarten / Saba / St. Eustatius” for the North American group. 
Both entities shared the PJ and P4 prefixes, with P4 often used for contest or special calls. 


After some delays, on January 1*', 1986, the island of Aruba became an autonomous country within the Kingdom of the Netherlands, with separate status aparte 
from the rest of the Netherlands Antilles. As part of this independence, the P4 prefix was reallocated to Aruba, and it also received separate entity status for 
DXCC purposes. This was a step towards complete independence for Aruba, which was postponed in 1990 and 1995. 


Referendums were held on each of the 5 islands of the Netherlands Antilles between 2000 and 2005 to poll the population on their desires for their future status. 
Sint Maarten and Curacao voted for status aparte, similar to Aruba. Saba and Bonaire voted for closer ties with the Kingdom of the Netherlands. Sint Eustatius 
voted to remain within the Netherlands Antilles. 


Following further political discussions and negotiations not pertinent to this discussion, October 10", 2010" was scheduled as the date for the Netherlands 
Antilles to be dissolved as a unified political entity as we know it, and for the 5 main islands to change their political status.

What Changes 


For DXCC purposes, it is clear that we will have at least two new entities active as of October 10"*. Curacao and Sint Maarten will become independent 
countries within the Kingdom of the Netherlands, as Aruba previously achieved. (What their new prefixes will be has yet to be announced or determined). 


What is not as clear is how the DXCC status of the other three islands would change. 


Where Curacao and Sint Maarten simply to leave the Netherlands Antilles for status aparte, one would not expect any change in the two current DXCC entities 
(save possibly a name change... as per Yugoslavia/Serbia), simply that they'd be smaller and would consist of the “surviving” islands. 


But that is not the case, as Bonaire, Saba, and Sint Eustatius will become a direct part of the Netherlands as “special municipalities,” and the political entity 
known as the Netherlands Antilles will dissolve and disappear. 


Until last year, this would have been a cause for concern for many DX’ers. The “DXCC 2000” rules that have been in effect since circa 1998 dropped the notion 
of a “deleted countries (entities)” list that had previously been in effect. Under these rules, if an entity ceased to exist, it simply disappeared from the list, along 
with previous credits for it. And until now, no prospects appeared in the future for an entity to disappear. However, the upcoming political changes in the 
Netherlands Antilles implied that the existing two entities would simply disappear into oblivion from the DXCC lists. 


Fortunately, that will not be the case, as the concept of the Deleted List was reinstated last year. As a result, the existing two Netherlands Antilles DXCC 
“counters” will simply move off the active list... if you worked them, they still “count,” they simply won't be available any longer after October’. 


Were the Netherlands Antilles to continue to exist in some form as a political entity, | would have presumed that the existing two entities would be retained on the 
active list. But as it is being dissolved, | don’t see that as being the case. 


A final decision on this has yet to be handed down from the DX Advisory Committee or the DXCC Desk, and | don’t anticipate one until we get much closer to 
October’, as the final details of the political changes aren't all set yet. 


With that in mind, it is clear that Bonaire will continue to have separate DXCC status. It is possible that the final ruling might be that Bonaire 

“retains” the existing Curacao/Bonaire Netherlands Antilles entity, but based on my understanding of the changes, | anticipate that Bonaire New DXCC 
will become a separate DXCC entity in its own right, and the existing Bonaire/Curacao entity will go to the deleted list. I’m not as certain as to Continued on 
whether or not Saba and Sint Eustatius will remain as one entity (which | think is much more likely due to the distance between them), or each

Radio Amateurs involved in the ongoing struggle to secure reasonable accommodation for Ham antennas have formed a new California public-benefit 
corporation to receive tax-deductible donations from those wishing help support litigation against local jurisdictions that ignore federal and state preemption 
statutes. 


Chief Financial Officer Marty Woll N6VI announced at last weekend's International DX Convention in Visalia, CA that the Amateur Radio Antenna Defense 
Foundation, or ARADF, has just been approved by the Internal Revenue Service as a public charity under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code. 
“Amateurs seeking to install antennas and support structures may jump through local regulatory hoops, sometimes paying significant fees in the process, only to 
be turned down or to be burdened with severe restrictions that preclude effective communication”, said Woll. “Turning to the courts can be prohibitively costly for 
the Ham, while cities have taxpayer-funded attorneys on staff, giving them the upper hand. The goal of ARADF is to help level the playing field with financial 
assistance that will allow deserving antenna lawsuits to go forward.” 


ARRL also has a committee that has helped fund antenna litigation around the country, but it focuses primarily on cases that have reached the appellate level. 
ARADF will concentrate on lower-court cases and is supportive of but not affiliated with the American Radio Relay League. 


ARADF’s Board of Directors includes Woll, Volunteer Counsel Leonard Shaffer WA6QHD, former ARRL Southwestern Division Director Art Goddard W6XD, and 
U.C. San Diego adjunct professor Gayle Olson K6GO. All directors of the Foundation serve without compensation.

So: We will end up with a net change of at least 2 more entities on the DXCC 
list, Curacao and Sint Maarten. The existing two entities will go on the deleted 
list, but will be replaced by at least two, possibly three, new entities from the 
remaining islands. 


What Does This Mean for DX’ers Today? 


As we eagerly await in anticipation new ones to work, keep in mind that it 
looks like we have two going inactive within less than 6 months’. So if you 
need either or both of the Netherlands Antilles entities for band or mode fills... 
now is the time to work them. And there’s been plenty of activity from visiting 
hams of late to make this relatively easy to do. 


And get ready for October’. Starting on the Sunday of the Pennsylvania QSO 
Party, the bands will be active with DX’ers looking to get at least two “new 
ones” into the log. Especially for those on the Honor Roll who might see their 
status change, once the new entities take their place on the DXCC list, if they 
don’t work them! 


(And not to worry if you don’t get them right away. Based on past precedent 

with Saint Barthelemy, the change to the list most likely won't take place until 
after January 1°, 2011, although credit will be backdated to the actual date of 
independence) 


(1) Tobeclear: As of this writing, the scheduled date for these political 
changes is October 10", 2010. This has been postponed several times 
already, so there remains the possibility that the date may be postponed 
again. The DXCC entity status will not change until the political changes 
actually take place, whenever that ends up being.

In March, the FCC released a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking (NPRM) that 
proposed to amend the Part 97 rules governing the Amateur Radio Service. The 
new rules would provide that, under certain limited conditions, Amateur Radio 
operators may transmit messages during emergency and 

disaster preparedness drills, regardless of whether the 

operators are employees of entities participating in the drill. Cc 
the Federal Register and the FCC is seeking comments on 

it. Comments must be filed on or before May 24", 2010 (30 

days after publication in the Federal Register); reply comments must be filed on 
or before June 7'", 2010 (45 days after publication in the Federal Register). 
Instructions on how to file comments are listed beginning on page 5 of the 
NPRM. 


On April 22", a summary of the NPRM was published in 


Acting on a 2006 Petition for Rulemaking filed by the ARRL, the FCC has issued 
a Notice of Proposed Rule Making (NPRM), ET Docket No 10-98 to modify the 
rules that govern amateurs’ secondary use of five channels in the 5 MHz 
frequency range known as 60 meters. The proposed changes would substitute a 
new channel for one that is seldom available because of occupancy by the fixed 
service, which is primary in this range. Also proposed is an increase in power 
from 50 to 100 W effective radiated power (ERP) and the addition of CW, PSK31 
and PACTOR-III modes with provisions to ensure that such operations would be 
compatible with the primary service. The proposed changes can be found 
beginning on page 8 of the NPRM. 


“The ARRL is pleased that the Commission has opened this proceeding to 
increase the usefulness of the limited 5 MHz Amateur Service allocation,” said 
ARRL Chief Executive Officer David Sumner, K1ZZ. “We are gratified that the 
Commission and the NTIA agree that the responsible manner in which amateurs 
have been using the five USB channels warrants some expansion of privileges 
so that the Amateur Service can be even better prepared for service to the 
public.” 


The 60 meter band is part of the larger 5060-5450 kHz band that is allocated to 
the fixed service on a primary basis for Federal and non-Federal use, and to the 
mobile (except aeronautical mobile service) on a secondary basis for Federal 
and non-Federal use. Per footnote US381 to the Allocation Table, this makes 
five frequencies in this band — 5332 kHz, 5348 kHz, 5368 kHz, 5373 kHz and 
5405 kHz — available to the Amateur Service on a secondary basis. In addition, 
footnote US340 authorizes Federal and non-Federal maritime and aeronautical 
mobile stations to use the 2-30 MHz band (which includes the 60 meter band) for 
measuring the quality of reception on radio channels on a non-interference 
basis; however, actual communication by these stations is limited to frequencies 
specifically allocated to these services. 


In 2003, the FCC added the Amateur Service secondary allocation to this band 
after determining that such frequencies could be useful to the Amateur Radio 
Service for completing disaster communications links at times when existing 
frequencies in the 80, 75 and 40 meter bands are not available due to 
ionospheric conditions. The FCC concluded “that such an allocation represented 
the best compromise available to give the Amateur Radio Service access to new 
spectrum for a wide range of radio communications, while assuring that 
incumbent operations are protected.” 


At the request of the National Telecommunications and Information 
Administration (NTIA), the FCC restricted the use of these five channels to single 
sideband suppressed carrier voice using only the upper sideband transmission, 
and a maximum effective radiated power (ERP) of 50 W peak envelope power 
(PEP). The Commission adopted these operating restrictions to decrease the 
interference potential between amateur stations and federal stations. 


On October 20, 2006, ARRL filed a Petition for Rulemaking, seeking certain 
modifications to the rules governing Amateur Radio use of the 60 meter band. 
Seven weeks later, the FCC issued a Public Notice to seek comments on the 
ARRL's Petition, but none were received. In its Petition, the ARRL requested that 
the FCC make three modifications to the existing rules governing Amateur Radio 
use of the 60 meter band, specifically Section 2.106, footnote US381 of the Rule 
and Section 97.303 of the Rules, in order to increase the flexibility in the use of 
the band and to facilitate emergency communications provided by the Amateur 
Radio Service.
